Damaged Severely by Fire and 
Water Last Night. 


But it Appears This Afternoon Temporarily 
in a New Form. 


Ata quarter pasttwelve o’clock last night 
an alarm of fire rang out from the corner of 
Fourth and Pine streets, and the town woke 
up and turned out in sucha manner that the 
streets, which had been quiet and deserted a 
few moments before, were filled full of hur- 
aying men and rushing engines all focusing 
upon the office of the PosrT-DISPATCH, whose 
time bad apparently come to do that for oth- 
ers which had been frequently been done for 
it. There weretwo alarms given, one bya 
private watchman on Fourth and Pine, and 


another by Officer Burke on Sixth and 
Chestnut, and in response to. the 
invitation the fire laddies certainly 


turned outina way that did them honor. 
Within a remarkably short space of time half 
a dozen streams of water were playing’ upon 
the fire,and the boys were climbing in and 
over the burning building, getting sheir work 
in at the best possible advantage, while great 
musses of smoke rose slowly and passed to 
the nortawest. The Post Dispatcu build- 
ing reaches from Fifth to the alley between 
Fifth and Sixth streets, and it was in the rear 
‘*L,’? which was used as a press-room and 
composing-rom, that the fire was worst. The 
‘*L’’ is a two-story affair, the ground floor 
containing the magnificent double four cylin- 
der Hoe press upon which this paper was 
printed and which was a marvel of 
mechanical skill for all its present 
resemBlance to a demoralized threshing ma- 
chine. Besides the press 256 bundles.of white 
paper were piled in this story. Immediately 
above was the cemposing room, which was 
filled with the cases of the printers, and 
which is the worst used-up part of the build- 
ing. The fire originated on the lower floor 
inthe southeast corner ofgthe room, where 
nothing but a window separates that apart- 
ment from the *‘Parlor Saloon,’’ which oc- 
cupies half the front of the building. At first 
glance one would suppose that, originating 
whereit did,the fire came from the engines or 
from a stove which stoodin the northeast 
corner of the room, but the charred remains 
indicate very clearly that neither of 
these sources was the birth place _ of 
the blaze. A barrel of printer’s ink stands yet 
right by the stove, and as this is an extremely 
inflammable substance it Would have burnt 
like oil had it had half achance. The side of 
the press next to the engine and boilers is not 
nearly so badly hurt as the other, where the 
fire really originated. The piles of paper all 
about afforded excellent material for the fire 
to work upon, and had it not been for the ex- 
treme promptitude of the fire laddies the 
Post-DIsPpaATCH would have had as brilliant 
a midnight edition as any paper could wish. 
Phelim Toole aid the Babcocks were first on 
the yround, and had “their streams 
working just a sbade sooner than any- 
body but the interval! of time 
was very short between them and the other 
companies, the 12s, 15s and 18s being on deck 
almost simultaneously. The damage from fire 
in the upper floor Was not great, but the pie- 
ing of type was something to be remembered. 
A stream of water would come sailing through 
a broken window, hit a long galley of legal 
ads, and the type would be cleaned thor- 
oughly away. Occasionally a stand would be 
hit, and as the room was rather a cramped 
one that case would take down a string of 
other stands withit. ‘This morning when the 
foreman of the composing room, Mr. 
Cole, totted up the damages he 
found the floor covered with loose type, 
so thickly strewn tht the whole floor was 
covered with it, andthe place looked hke 
what the printers call technically a ‘ ‘hell 
box.’’ Over five hundred pounds of leaden 
letters are at this present writing being swept 
into little piles, whence they will be carted to 
the foundry and melted over. Nearly all of 
the standing advertisements which wére not 
in yesterday’s paper were pied, there being 
some remarkable exceptions. St. Jacob’s. Oil, 
for instance, despite its oleayinousness, still 
stands. A great string of legal advertise- 
ments are so mixed up that they 
are utterly useless for anv purpose 
but old metal. The most severe damage done 
anvwhere is to the press, which 1s almost 
utterly ruined, some of the platforms being 
wholly burned und other parts being so bad- 
ly charred as to necessitate a complete reno- 
vation. The white paper which was piled up 
near the pressisa melancholy example of 
misplaced usefulness, demonstrating that, 
besides its purpose in the art preservative, it 
is an excellent material out of which to make 
up ablaze. The engine, fortunately, was 
one only in temporary use 
while a new one was being built, which. 
was to have been put in on Saturday 
had there not been an interruption in the im- 
provements. Mr. W.F. Coulter, the com- 
mercial editor,-was the last gentleman to 
leave the premises last night. He was inthe 
press room at twenty minutes to eleven 
o’clock, and found that the fires were proper- 
ly banked and everything all right.

THE POST-DISPATCH 


Damaged Severely by Fire and 
Water Last Night. 


But it Appears This Afternoon Temporarily 
in a New Form. 


At a quarter pasttwelve o’clock last night 
an alarm of fire rang out from the corner of 
Fourth and Pine streets, and the town woke 
up and turned out in such a manner that the 
streets, which had been quiet and deserted a 
few moments before, were filled full of hur- 
ayingmen and rushing engines all focusing 
upon the office of the PosT-DISPATCH, whose 
time bad apparently come to do that for oth- 
ers which had been frequently been done for 
it. There weretwo alarms given, one bya 
private watchman on Fourth and Pine, and 
another by Officer Burke on Sixth and 
Chestnut, and in response to the 
invitation ‘the tire laddies certainly 
way that did them honor. 
Within aremarkably short space of time half 
a duzen streams of water were playlug upon 
the fire, and the boys were climbing in and 
over the burning building, getting sheir work 
in at the best possible advantage, while great 
musses of smoke rose slowly and passed to 
the northwest. The Post DISPaTcu build- 
ing reaches from Fifth to the alley between 
Fifth and Sixth streets, and it was in the rear 
‘*L,’’? which was used as a press-room and 
composing-rom, that the fire was worst. The 
‘*L’’ is a two-story affair, the ground floor 
containing the magnificent double four cylin- 
der Hoe press upon which this paper was 
printed and which was a marvel of 
mechanival skill for all its present 
resemBlance to a demoralized threshing ma- 
chine. Besides the press 256 bundles of white 
paper were piled in this story. Immediately 
above was the cemposing room, which was 
filled with the cases of the- printers, and 
which is the worst used-up part of the build- 
ing. The fire originated on the lower floor 
inthe southeast corner ofgthe room, where 
nothing but a window separates that apart- 
ment from the *‘Parlor Saloon,’’ which oc- 
cupies half the front of the building. At first 
glance one wé6uld suppose that, originating 
whereit did,the fire came from the engines or

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CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


A Duty Prescribed by City Ordinance 
in Kelation to Them, and Neglected 
by Physicians. 

This season, according tothe rule of allerna- 
tive years recognized by physicians,is the year 
for measles and other contagious diseases. 
Dr. Ludeking, clerk of the Board of Health.in 
response to an inquiry as to general health of 
the city said: **Though this is the year for 
measles we have have been remarkably 
lucky. The mortality for last week was but 
ninety-two, and the total deaths from zymotic 
diseases twenty-three. During the week 
ending last Saturday there occurred 1 death 
from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, © from 
croup, 3 from diphtheria, 4from typhoid fe- 
ver and 10 from other contagious diseases. 
Measles ure very prevaient this year, but are 
ofavery mildtype. In the locality bounded 
by Marketana Spruce, and east of Niuth, 
there has been a number of cases, but 
very few deaths from. this cause. Inthe 
Fourteenth Ward ten deaths resulted from 
zymotic diseases last week, there have also 
been several Gases of dipltheira, croup aud 
other diseases of that class in the southern 
portion of the city. But as I said before 
measles is the most prevalent.’’ 

**Have you any way of ascertaining the 
number of cases at present in the city ?’’ 

**No, we have not,though we should have. 
There mw an ordinance which makes it the 
duty of every physician to report cases or 
contagious diseases, but, notwithstanding 
this, they very rarely comply with its pro- 
Visions, and consequently we "an 
make no estimate from this seource.’’ 

Phe ordinance referred to is No. 10,61. 
and is as follows: 

It shall be the duty of each 
and every practicing physician of the city of 
St. Louis, First.
